“ ‘ tlie lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of

Be it enacted hy the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, hy and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and hy the 10 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The first-recited Act, and the several Powers and Provisions
